No Complaints, He Says. 

When told of the visit of E. S. 
Lewis to the office of Chicf of Po- 
lice Creecy and the report that sev- 
eral St. Louls business men had com- 
plained of the methods used by the 
Police Board in ferreting out graft 
among members of the department, 
the Governor said: | 
“Nobody has conplained tome: of 
any official in the St. Louis depart- 
ment nor of any methods that he may 
have adopted to suppress crime. 

“On the coritrary I am well satisfied 
with the conduct of the Police Depart- 
ment and the excellent.standard of 
probity and discipline established by 
the present Board .of Police Commis- 
sioners.” 

The rumor said the ax would swing 
on the official heads of Chief Creecy, 
Police Captain O'Malley of the Cen- 
tral District and Assistant Chief of 
\ IPolice Gillaspy. 

All of these men, according to Gov- 
ernor Folk, are giving eminent satis- 
faction. 

The Governor added that he was de- 
voting most of his time now to the Kan- 
sas City Police Department. 

“It appears to me,”’ he remarked, 

“that the St. Louis force has been pretty 
thoroughly overhauled. The work of 
cleansing the department will, of course, 
gO on the present heads. 
* “The Police Board, of course, has com- 
plete jurisdiction over the entire de- 
partment from Chief down, but I have 
‘not received the faintest intimation that 
any changes were contemplated. 

“The whole story seems absurd to 
me.”’ P

Sheriff Herpel: The witnesses 
identified the men when they were ar- 
rested, and convictions could have 
been obtained on their testimony. It 
is uselesp to arfest thieves when they 
are turned loose in this manner. 


_Sheriff Herpel of St. Louis County, 
meeting Justice of the Feace 1. W. 
Campbell at Delmar Garden after Camp- 
bell had fined John McGuire .$25 - for 
picking pockets on a Creve Coeur car, 
denounced him as having acted in a 
manner which would promote lawlese- 
ness in the County. 
Herpel said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at Clayton Saturday: “I saw 
Campbell at Delmar last night and I 
told him what I thought of the way he 
disposed of the McGuire cage. 
“I told him it was useless for my 
deputies to make arrests when the jus- 
tice courts failed as he had done in 
this case. I told hrm he had no busi- 
ness to act as prosecuting attorney, and 
find excuses for letting lawbreakers gv 
free. 
“He told me that there was not suf- 
ficient evidence, and I told him that, 
on the contrary, this was one case 
where the evidence was complete, if he 
had taken pains to get it. 
“If pickpockets are to pay $25 fines 
and go free, the only way my men can 
be sure of having them punished is to 
let them escape when they are arrested, 
and shoot them as they are running 
away.’’ 

Arrested July 4. 
McGuire and Edward O'Reilly were ar- 
rested near Creve Coeur Lake July 4, 
after a pursuit by Deputy Sheriff Fra- 
zee and by fwo trolley passengers whose 
pockets had been picked. These were 
James Clark of 1426 Locust street, who 
lost $8, and Roland Wehrheim of 2134 
Victor street, who was robbed of $12. 
After the arrest both the young men 
said that, after missing their own purs- 
es, they had seen McGuire and his com- 
panion jostle other men and pick their 
pockets. 

Nearly thirty purses were found beside 
the trolley tracks, cleaned of their con- 
tents and turned inside out. When 
searched at Clayton, the two prisoners 
were found to have $143, mostly in small 
bills and change. 

Warrants charging grand larceny were 
issued against the two by Justice Camp- 
bell. These were later amended to 
charge petit larceny. This was done, 
Campbell says, because the only thefts 
charged were of $8 and $12. For grand 
larceny $380 is required. 


Testimony Not Heard. 


When the cases were called Friday, 
after one continuance, Wehrheim was 
the only witness present. His testi- 
mony was not heard in open court. 
Campbell says he was told that Wehr- 
heim could not identify the prisoners 
as the men who had picked his pocket, 
and could only say that he had seen 
them working at another man’s pocket. 
This man was not in court and his 
name was not known. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Mills 
said, when first asked to explain his 
part in the case, that Justice Campbell 
told him Prosecuting Attorney Johnston 
had recommended the disposition which 
was made of the cases. ° 

After a talk with Campbell Saturday, 
Mills said that he had understood 
Campbell to make such a statement, 
but that he had learned that he mis- 
understood Campbell. What Campbell 
meant to tell him, he now says, was 
that Johnston recommended changing 
the charges from grand to petit lar- 
ceny.

Did Not Shoot Potosi

Prosecuting Attorney Nipper of Reto- 
si, Mo., says he will order the arrest of 
another boy who has been under sur- 
veillance since Frank F. Dennis, a 
wealthy merchant of Bellegrade, 75 
miles from St. Louis, was riddled with 
buckshot and seriously wounded from 
ambush while driving last Wednesday 
through dense woods, three niijles out of 
Potosi. 

Attorney Nipper says he is satisfied 
that Joe Puckett, the 14-year-old tow- 
headed boy, under $500 bail to appear 
for preliminary examination next 
Wednesday, did not fire the charge 
that broke Dennis's right arm and per- 
forated his leg, but he believes he 
loaned his shotgun to a 17-year-old 
neighbor boy, who was the intending 
assassin. 

Dennis has told the Prosecuting At- 
torney that two weeks ago his re- 
fusal to allow the 17-year-old boy to 
ride with him into Potosi was met with 
sullen resentment and abuse. The father 
of this» boy has haunted the mai 
streets of Potosi ever since the shoot- 
ing, and it was learned Friday that he 
consulted ‘an attorney regarding the de- 
fense of the’ boy in the event of arrest. 


Topography Clears Joe Puckett, 
Examination of the thicket from 
which the buckshot was fired and its 
vicinity with reference to the Puckett 
house has satisfied the Prosecuting 
Attorney that Joe Puckett could not 
have emptied his shotgun into Dennis, 
run to the house, hung up the weapon 
believed to have been the one used and 
then appeared a minute after the shoot- 
ing from a bend of the road in front 
of the wounded man. 

That the would-be assasin fled through 


Puckett house, after firing the shot, has 
been established both by wennis’s own 
statement that after he was wounded 
he saw a boy running that way and by a 
fresh trail beaten through the thick 
grass and bushes from the roadside to 
within 600 feet of the Puckett house 
where a clearing begins. 
The heavy foliage of a cottonwood 
bush on the road beside two stones cov- 
ered with Dennis’ blood, was perforated 
with buckshot. Several of the leaves 
have powder stains, showing that the 
muzzle of the gun must have been thrust 
among them. 

Assailant Wore Black. 
Abe Puckett, 9-year-old brother of Joe, 
told a Post-Dispatch correspondent that 
after he heard shooting he saw some- 
one with a gun running through the 
woods past the house, The boy says 
that he could not recognize the run- 
ner, but he wore black clothing and a 
black hat. 
Vest Puckett, an older brother of Joe, 
says that Joe was not in the house 
when the shot was fired but that he 
was out in the thicket gathering wood. 
Vest was working in the mines at tha 
time of the shooting. 
Mrs. Skyles, the nearest neighbor of 
the Pucketts, said that she was in the 
Puckett house after Dennis had been 
taken there by Joe, and that she heard 
Dennis ask the boy, where his shotgun 
was. She says Joe replied that -he 
loaned it to a neighbor, giving the name 
of a man who has been in St. Louis 


for some time. 
Joe’s Gan Recently Fired. 

Prosecuting Attorney Nipper is pro- 
ceeding on the theory that Joe loaned 
the gun to a near nefghbor boy, who 
did the shooting. Joe’s gun was found 
to have been discharged recently. It 
is a 10-bore weapon and the shot taken 
from Dennis were No. 6, the same kind 
he had purchased for Joe Puckett, one 
week before the ambush. 

Dennis is resting easily at the Hotel 
Arlington in Potosi. He says that he 
will not permit the amputation of his 
mangled arm unless blood poisoning 
makes the operation imperative. Den- 
nis now states ftrat he might have rea- 
son to suspect 4 man living in Belle- 
grade of the shoottng !f the boys are 
successful in | Proving their innocence.

The only attorneys for the Standard 
Oil present were Attorneys Eddy and 
Martin, neither of whom bore a prom- 
inent part in the actual trial of the 
case. Attorney Miller, leading counsel 
for the Standard, was in Europe, and 
his chief assistant, Moritz Rosenthal, 
was in New York. Only a few of the 
lesser officials of the Standard Oil Co.

Judge Landis began reading his de- 
cision at 10 o'clock and consumed ap- 
proximately one hour before he an- 
nounced the penalty. 

Judge Landis’ Decision. 


The decision in part follows: 

“This is a prosecution of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana for alleged violations. 
of the act approved Feb. 19, 1X3, knewn 
as the Elkins Law. The charge is that 
the defendant's property was transport- 
ed by the Chicago & Alton Railway Co. 
with rates less than those named in the 
carriers’ tariff schedules published and 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
niussion, as required by law. 

“The offenses are ulleged to have been 
committed during the period from Sept.

They 
declined to even sell horse and vehicle 
at anv price. 

Say It Was Accidental,

to have ,been accidental. It is said that 
as soon the accident occurred the 
automobilists stopped the car, returned 
to the spot where the boy lay and were 
prepared to do all in their power to help 
him when they fell into the hands of 
the enraged farmers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chapin and a woman 
friend were the guests of Mr. Swift in 
his automobile.

“Come on with us,’’ the young men 
say that Mclean told the giris. ‘You 
don’t want to go with those young 
cheap skates.

Parker protested, and says that Mc-

cane. Korbe called a policeman, who 
arrested McLean and Espenschied. 

Parker gave his address at 314 O.ive 
street, and Korbe gave his as €20 Locust 
street. Tie young women declined to 
give their names. The young men prom- 
ised to prosecute the cases. 

MciLean anc Espenschied were in high 
spirits, and seemed to regard their ar- 
rest as a good joke until they real‘zed 
that it would be impossible to get a 
bondsman before morn'ng.

Says 


Give Fictitious Names, 


McLean gave his name to the police 
as John Johnson, and Espenschied as 
Frank Thompson. Espenschied was 
recognized by some of the policemen 
who saw him when he was on trial 
recently in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, and finally admitted his iden- 
tity. 

McLean’s identity was revealed 
through tax receipts found in his pock- 
et. He then admitted that he had giv- 
en only the first two parts of his name. 

He is one of the wealthiest men in 
East St. Louis. 

Korbe said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter before going to Police Court 
that the younger of the two middle- 
aged men had been the more active in 
trying to persuade the young women 
to change escorts. 

‘“‘We intended to take the young wom- 
en home on a Suburban car,”’ said Kor- 
be, “and as we stood waiting for the 
car these two old fellows came up. 

‘The younger one of the two was 
loud and persistent. ‘Come on with 
us,” he said to the girls. 

“T told him to shut up, and when the 
other man started the game sort of 
talk, Parker told him to shut up and 
move on. Then he hit Parker with his 
cane. 

“A car came along, and the girls got 
on it, and went home without us. We 
stayed to get a policeman, and some 
time afterward we had the two arrest- 
ed..

The defense argued 
that the Elkins law: authorized the pros- 


ecution for but one offense and main- 
tained that there could be a conviction 
on only one count. The Court held that 
the law%s violated every time any prop- 
erty is so transported, as the legal 
rate was established by the railroad 
company on a car lot basis. The unlaw- 
ful per cent rate was granted and ac- 
cepted on that basis. 

As to the defendant's claim that 
the representations by the Alton rate 
had misled it into the sincere belief 
that the Alton per cent rate had been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the Court held that as 
the law required the carrier to keep 
the schedule at its freight office for 
public inspection, it was the defend- 
ant’s duty to ascertain dt the rail- 
road’s office whether the rate was so 
fixed and it being for the jury to de- 
ternaine whether testimony exhibited 
the truth of the transactions. The 
jury having found a verdict of guilty 
It became the duty of the Court to fix 
the punishment. 


Evidence Is Discussed, 
The Court then discusSed the ev- 
idence offered by the defendant to 


the effect that during the ogee cov- 
ered by the indictment, the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois Railroad published 
an open rate. 

From this it appeared that the East- 
ern Illinois, in connection with other 
railway companies, issued and filed 
with the Commerce Commission a class 
tariff and fixed the rate at 18 cents 
from Chicago to East St. Louis. On 
Oct. 19, 1895, the Eastern Illinois com- 
pany filed with the commission its com- 
modity tariff, fixing a rate of 6%4 cents 
on oil from Dalton, IIL, to East St. 
Louis, and providing that: out of this 
rate a switching charge of not to ex- 
ceed $3 per car would be absorbed on 
shipments from Whiting, Ind. 

On Julv 1, 1903, 60 days prior to the 
beginning of the period covered by the 
indictment in this case, the Eastern 
Illinois issued its joint tariff No. 17,679. 
This general class tariff provided that 
between Chicago suburban stations, in- 
cluding Whiting, Ind., and East St. 
Louis, Ill, ‘‘the current rates in ef- 
fect from Chicago, Ill., should apply, 
except on coal, coke, grain and grain 
products, lumber and articles taking 
the same rates or arbitraries higher, 
livestocR and hay.”’ 

Oll Not in Rates. 


Oil was not included in the com- 
modities thus exempted from these 
class rates. Among the tariffs spe- 
Cifically named in connection with 
this schedule was to be effective were 
tariff No. 7986, above mentioned, which 
fixed a rate »f 18 cents: per hundred 
pounds on oil from Chicago to East 
St. Louls, and the*tariff hereinbefore 
referred to, to which the Eastern IIli- 
nois road was a party, which is de- 
scribed as a tariff on ‘‘classes and 
commodities between Chicago and 
East St. Louis,” and which also 
showed the rate on oil to be 18 cents. 
The Court held that its effect was to 
exhibit to the general shipping pub- 
lic a rate of *8fcents on oil from 
Whiting to East St. «Louis. 

The court then recited that on July 7, 
1903, one day after this tariff became 
effective, the Eastern Illinois company, 
apparently recognizing that the effect 
of this tariff was to nullify the 64 cent 
rate shown by its schedule No. 8078 ef- 
fective in October 1895, issued what it 
denominated “Amendment No. 1 to tar- 
iff No. 7988,"" that being the Eastern 
Illinois class tariff of September, 1895, 
which had fixed « rate of 18 cents per 
hundred pounds on oil from Chicago 
to East St. Louis and which was em- 
braced within the general class tariff 
referred to. 

This amendment purported to cancel 
the 6%4-cent Whiting-East St. Louis oi! 


y rate shown on the tariff filed with the 


commission in October, 18%, and named 
a commodity rate on oil of 64 cents 
per hundred pounds from Chicago and 
Dalton Junction, Ill... to East St. Louis. 

Hiowever, this amendment No.'1 was 
not filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission until March, 1906, one year 
after the expiration of the period cov- 
ered by the indictment and nearly three 
years after its issue. In view of these 
facts, the Court held that the Eastern 
Illinois situation could not serve the 
purpose of excusing or palliating the 
accepting by the defendant of the un- 
lawful Alton 6-cent rate. 

The Court then reviews its action in 
determining what corporation held the 
stock of the defendant Standard Oil 
This demonstrated that 
a very large proportion of the stock 
was held by individuals for the stock- 
holders of the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, which has outstanding stock of 
approximately $100,000, 000. 

The Court discusses at length the va- 
rious defenses offered by counsel, and 
says the nominal defendant is _ the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, a million 
dollar corporation. The Standard Ot! 
Lo. of New Jersey, whose capital is 
$100,000,000, is the real defendant. 


Judgment Is Passed. 


The court concludes: 

“This is so for the reason that if a 
body of men organize a large corpora- 
tion under: the laws of one State for 


the purpose of carrying on business 
throughout the United States and for 
the accomplishment of that purpose ab- 
sorb the stock of other corporations, 
such corporations s0 absorbed have 
thenceforward but a nominal exist- 
ence. They cannot initiate or execute 
any independent business policy. 

The court then passed judgment as 
follows: 

“It is the judgment and sentence of 
the Court that the defends ptand- 
ard Oil Co. pay a fine of $29,240,000

STANDARD OIL OFFICIALS 
ASTOUNDED BY BIG FINE 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—News of the 
unprecedented fine imposed upon the 
Standard Oil Company by Federal Judge 
Landis at Chicago today was received 
in New York with excited interest. The 
general expectation had been that the 
decision would be unfavorable, but ap- 
parently no one looked for the imposti- 
tion of the maximum penalty. 

An official of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany said the amount of the fines 
howed the prejudice against the com- 
pany. 

‘The amount of Judge Landis’ fines,’’ 
said the official authoritatively for the 
company, “is fifty times the value of 
the oil carried under the indictment. 
The total value of the oil was $650,000. 
For each car of oil. valued at about $450 
we have been fined $20,000. An appeal 
will be taken in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, but whether it 
will be entered at once or whether the 
full time allowed by law will be taken 
will be determined by our counsel in 
Chicago.’”’ 

Few of the officials of the company 
were at their offices today. Mr. Rogers 
has been absent for some days. The 
Standard Oil attorneys had nothing to 
say further than that an appeal would 
be entered and continued to the last re- 
sort. 

Attorneys were generally stunned by 
the fine imposed. It was pointed out 
that nothing approaching the sum which 
the Standard Oi] Company of Indiana 
has been sentenced to pay has ever been 
exceeded in a proceeding for violation 
of a statute, and the appeal of the com- 
pany-will be watched with the closest 
interest not only by the attorneys di- 
rectly concerned but by all lawyers.

Mayor Cook of East St. Louis in- 
tends to make a personal investigation 
of “The Valley,” a notorious district 
of that city, and inquire into the 
charge that members of the Police De- 
partment are interested in houses con- 
ducted there.

He willgthen make another visit to 
the region and personally visit the wit- 
nesses in their own haunts with a view 
to determining from their surroundings 
and other physical indications how 
great credence can be given to ‘their 
statements. 

Milo T. Clanahan, secretdry of the 
Home Protective League, said Satur- 
day that if he could get 10 men to act 
with him he would go into the Val- 
ley and get such evidence as would 
leave Mayor Cook no alternative but 
to clean out the region. 

Frank C. Smith, president of the 
Home Protective League, said that if 
Mayor Cook did not improve the moral 
condition of the city before the end 
of his term he and other members 
of the league would remove from the 
city. 

Mayor to Pay Night Visit. 

Mayor Cook’s visit to the Valley is 
to be made at night. He has driven 
through there in the daytime, but he 
said Saturday that probably his day- 
light jaunts did not give him an accu- 
rate idea of conditions there. 

I, is not Mayor Cook’s intention to 
summon -witnesses to his office. The 
entire investigation will be conducted 
in the Valley. 

He says that if he finds evidence 
against other members of the depart- 
ment he will suspend them as he has 
the two, pending a complete investi- 
gation. He is determined, he says, that 
members of the department shall not 
visit the Valley except in the line of 
their duty and will remove from the 
department all who have done so. 

He admits the existence of the col- 
ony of social outcasts in the vicinity 
of Third street and St. Louls avenue, 
and undertakes to justify their segre- 
gation.

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OKLAHOMA’S TROUBLES. 

By putting a ticket in the field the Republican 
party of Oklahoma saves its record nominally, 
establishes a beginning upon which to entail fu- 
ture party operations, and incidentally opposes 
a fighting front to Democracy. But while the 
leaders have made a proper show of enthusiasm 
in the convention, the rank and file are anything 
but sanguine. 

Republican troubles lie deeper than the Dem- 
ocratic gerrymander and date back over a series 
of impositions chargeable to Republican adminis- 
trations at Washington. The Oklahoma party 
will wage its campaign under difficulties owing 
to the country’s long standing complaint against 
a crass quality of Federal rule, and tense resent- 
ment particularly against the carpetbag ring 
maintained in power by Mr. Roosevelt. 

In peopling the jobs he has consulted only the 
ring and his own tastes; never those of the peo- 
ple. His czarship and retention of personal fa- 
vorites in office despite popular prejudice, 
especially in the case of\Mr. Frantz, who heads 
the Republican ticket, haye made for acute dis- 
affection in many quarterg; and his indirect in- 
termeddling with the conf$titution framers has 
displeased many Republicans who preferred to 
exercise their own prerogatives. In a word, it 
has been an arrogant and impolitic attitude of 
the administration from first to last, and the 
Oklahoma sons are very likely to suffer for the 
sins of their political father.

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THE MAIN ASSET. 

Last year sixteen million pupils, or about a 
fifth of the country’s population, were enrolled 
at school. Here is something more than dry 
statistics; it is a statement of America’s supreme 
asset for power and progress, the hope of the fu- 
ture, morally, intellectually, industrially, nation- 
ally. 

_ The purely economic phase of education is the 
one of immediate importance, however, and this 
phase emphasizes the need of more manual train- 
ing. Schooling misses its true aim when it does 
not fit men for use. When the general status of 
wealth in America makes possible the education 
of a larger number of children above the common 
school limit and into the high school grades the 
necessity for general manual training will be 
imperative. Formerly high schools were feeders 
merely for the universities and the professions, 
but as they multiply they will of necessity more 
and more feed the trades. Education is no less 
useful for the trades than for the professions, and 
for the trades it must be largely mechanical, or 
technical. As yet manual training has scarcely 
obtained a foothold in our public school system. 
Unquestionably now the State should offer it to 
all pupils whose condition enables them to pur- 
sue education beyond the common school grades. 

In a sense, a nation is an industrial army.

Gypsies first appeared ig Europe about 
600 years ago. They were supposed to 
have come from Egypt, and were called 
Egyptians, from which fact comes their 
name (‘Gypsy” being a corruption of 
“Egyptian’). Now it has been proved 
conclusively from their peculiar language 
that they actually came from Northern 
India. They first appeared in Turkey 
and Greece, later finding their way into 
the Balkan States and Hungary.

“Fighting Dick Hyland’s”’ real name 
is William Uren... “Dick’’ isn’t ashamed 
of his profession. He picked up the 
fighting nom de mitt by accident. 

“Dick” appeared one night at an 
amateur tournament in “Frisco and 
asked for a chance to fight. He wag a 
little fellow and unknown. He had 
never fought before. The management 
turned him down, 

But fortunately an amateur named 
Dick Hyland failed to show up. The 
manager of the show let the youngster 
from Grass Valley substitute under 
that name. 
He won. 
known as ‘‘Dick Hyland.”’ 
ing Dick’’ was added later. 

“Tommy Burns” Was Brusso, 
“Tommy Burns’ was Noah Brusso 
once. He had a good name for a Swiss 
baker, but a hard one for a fighter. 
He changed to “Tommy Burns” and 
soon became famous. There is a whole 
lot in a name after all. 

So Joseph Jung (some people called 
him Joseph Youngs) though when 
he concluded that a good old Irish 
fighting name would help him get 
matches and money. He became 
“Tommy Ryan’ and champion of the 
world in the middleweight division. 
Willie Rothwell happened to come out 
before Jim Corbett disappeared from the 
pugilistic map. Jim was the cleverest 
boxer on two legs. Rothwell couldn’t 
box for sour apples, but he could fight. 
He was so unlike big Jim Corbett that 
some wag called him ‘‘Young Corbett.” 
Johnny Corbett managed him and the 
name stuck. 

Norman Selby named himself. Nor- 
man always had a great admiration 
for any kind of a crook. He was al- 
ways reading nickel novels. Just about 
the time that he ran away from home 
and began wandering around the coun- 
try he was all wrapped up in the ad- 
ventures of McCoy the burglar. Nor- 
man dropped his aristocratic handle and 
called himself ‘‘Kid’’ McCoy. He held 
to the name when he took up fighting, 
and years later it became one of the 
most famous in the ring.

Local wheat, after an early sharp ad- 
vance, sagged off just before the close 
Saturday and closed %@%ec higher for 
the day. There were no Liverpool cables 
today, it being a holiday there, and Ber- 
lin wheat closed 4c higher and Buda- 
pest %c higher. 

The market was quite strong early in 
the day, after some slight easiness at 
the start, the latter being due to the in- 
creased movement of winter wheat to 
the Western markets. WCountry accept- 
ances, however, continue light, and 
threshing in several important sections 
is being retarded by unfavorable weath- 
er. The excessive cold in the Northwest 
continued. Temperatures thfoughout 
the Dakotas and Minnesota were very 
low, and Winnipeg and other Canadian 
points reported that temperatures were 
near the freezing point. Black rust is 
said to be spreading, and fears orf fzost 
were entertained; in fact there wac a 
light fall at some points. Arrivals of old 
spring wheat at Northwestern marxets 
continue rather free, but stocks there 
are still decreasing and the cash de- 
mand is very strong. Minneapolis No. 1 
northern selling 5c over Septembes op- 
tion. Primary shipments of winter wheat 
were again backward, and stocks are 
still increasing. There was an improved 
export demand. New York reported a 
good inquiry for Durum, a good number 
of loads being worked, with orders far 
more close to the market. Montreal re- 
ported that bids were beiter, London 
bids being 1%c higher than Friday. 

Prices after opening slightly lower, 
advanced to 4%@%zc over Friday’s close, 
and in the late part of the session ruled 
dull but strong. Just before the close 
some large offerings poured into the 
market, and the demand being about 
exhausted prices slumped sharply from 
the high point, closing only slightly 
higher for the day. September wheat 
closed 4c higher, with offerings at 89%c, 
and December \%c higher at 95%c. 

Cash wheat was in quite good de- 
mand and prices were firm. Primary re- 
ceipts of wheat were 1,035,093 bu, against 
1,097,303 bu last year, and shipments 
were 309,025 bu, against 590,000 bu last 
year. Local receipts were 180,148 bu, 
against 157,321 bu last year, and Ship- 
ments were 21,575 bu. Clearances of 
wheat and flour for the day were 327, - 
000 bu. 

Corn opened firm. There was some 
good buying early in the day on the 
cold weather in the western and north- 
western parts of the belt, and the un- 
favorable condition of the crop, to- 
gether with the light receipts, liberal 
shipments and the decreasing stocks at 
most markets. Prices advanced 4@%c 
early in the day. There were very little 
offerings on the market in the best part 
of the session, but the longs began to 
liquidate towards the last, and prices 
receded from the high points. The close 
on September and December options was 
%@c higher, but May was in very 

scant supply and was supported at the 
high levels, closfhg with a gain of 1% 
for the day, ut 42¢ bid. 

Cash corn was sharply higher under 
a good demand and light offerings. 
Primary receipts of corn were 358,160 
bu, against 350,900 bu last year, anv ship- 
ments were 481,507 bu, against 505,000 
bu last year. Local receipts were 58,- 
Sw bu, against 78,100 bu last year, and 
shipments were 45,995 bu.

Oats were the feature of the day’s 
market.
